1. PREAMBLE 



(a) DOST 

IW Is a 29 year old Junior magistrate (G-eriobfisassessor) fran DRESDEN, 

He claims to be an anti-Nazi and to have deserted to the Partisans as soon as 
he hear! -that the Russians had entered DRESDEN, He speaks fluent English, and 
some Dutoh aid Italian, He has friends In EN3-IAND. He talked willingly, and 
gave the impression cf- being anxious to help. Ho appears to have been oapable 
m his work.

(b) QQELER 

PT is a 24 year old student from BERLIN, who olaims to be anti-Nazi and 
to have planned to desert to the Allies sane time ago. However he did not do 
this, because he was made to sign -the oopy cf an order of the German Army threat- 
ening potential deserters with reprisals against their own families, FW has 
friends in EIRE and has visited PRANCE and GREAT BRITAIN aid EIRE before the 
war began. He speaks English, French and Italian fluently and also Spanish* 

Talks willingly and olaims to tell everything which may be of help to the Allies. 
Rather oonoeited as regards his professional abilities. Highly strung.

3. HISTORY AND ORGANISATION OF GERMAN' MILITARY INTERCEPT AND CRYPTOGRAPHIC SERVICES. 



The CKH Department dealing with Deciphering and/or Intercept was Grixppe 
VI of No 7 Inspectorate (INSPECTION 7 ). There were two Mam Intercept Directorates 
far EAST and WEST respectively, i.e. HORCH LEITSTELEE WEST aid HORCH LEETSTELUE 
OST,. controlled by QKH~A m±Grcf Fixed Intercept Stations (FESTE HORCHST EJ Aj E N) were 
set iip in GERMANY before the war, but after Jun 40 moved part of their staff to 
the conquered territories, and became pent of the Organisation of Interoept in 
the field. Fcr Interoept m the field, there were seven Interoept HQs (KCMMANDEURE 
der NAOHRICHTENAIIBKLAERUNG) , under control (*) of Interoept Directorates WEST & 

EAST, whioh operated through FixBd Interoept Stations (FESTE NACHRICHTEN AUTKLAER- 
UNGSST ELLEN ) , Long-range Interoept Companies (NAGHRICHEEN FEHNAUIKLAERUNGS KCMPANIEN) 
and Short-range Intercept Companies (NACHRICHTEN NAHAUTKLAERUNGS KCMPANIEN) . This 
was the organisation cf Interoept in -the field after beg 1942; before that date 
Interoept in the field appears to have been carried out by a 3 (Interoept) Oqy of 
the Div Sigs Bns and in sane oases by a 4 (RT Interoept) PI of 2 (WT) Coy of the 
Div, Sigs Bns. 
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Details of thus organisation are given below under headings*

GO Interoept Department of War Offune (CKH IN 7/Vl) 1 

OT stat ed that " INSEE KTIQN 7" cf CKH was the Inspectorate dealing with 
Arny Sigs (HEERES NACHRIC3EENTOSEN) . Grugppe VI dealt with Interoept (NACHR3CHTEN 
AUFKLAERUNG) . It was located at 4 MATTHEIKIRQT3 ELATZ, BERLIN, and was evacuated 
to JUETERB0& in Oot 43, • FfTchd not agree with eaoh Other as to whether G-ruppe 
VI dealt with Interoept -Deciphering (NAGHRICHTEN AUFKLAERUNGETOZIF’FERUNG) or 
whether it dealt with the whole Interoept Servioes (MICHRICHTEN AUEKIAERtINGr) for 
the Amy, i.e, Technical as veil as Intelligence* Fff COELER thought he had heard 
a Grujipe IV mentioned, dealing with NAGHRICHTEN AUFKLAERUNG, probably Interoept 
proper (teohnioal) • IN 7/Vl controlled the Interoept Directorates TJEST and EAST.

There was also a section working on HOLLERITH Machines (HOLLERITH- 
ABTEILUNG) which was independent and at the disposal of «n the above mentioned 
REFERATE. 

PST DOST mentioned also a Mao hone (MiSCHINEN) REFERAT whioh may or may 
not be the same as the Research REFERAT referred to above, DOST also thought that 
there existed in IN 7/Vl a REFERAT dealing with "own code and cipher security " 
(BIGENE VEElPAHREN-UEBERfCiGHUNG) , However he oould not confirm this point. 

at the end of 1943 the French, and tie Italian REFERATE were amalgamated 
and un Spring 1944 USA and British Entire REFERATE were also amalgamated. 

All REFERATE were known by an ordinal number. P W however could only 
remember -the 1st CuSA) and the 2nd (British Empire) REFERATE by name aid number. 

(B) INTERCEPT DIRECTORATE TOST 
Thcrgh IEITSTELLE toet3T“ 

Thus Directorate, under IN 7/Vl, was situated at BENDLFRSTRASSE, BERLIN 
aid after Oot 43 at ZOSSEN. It was thought by PST to-be an Evaluation Directorate 
for all Interoept Head quartern in the TOST. BT knew that results of cryptographic 
work, done at IN 7/Vl, were cCmmunicated to H-LEITSTELLE TOST, but oould not state 
what the chain of oanmand was between these two bureaux, ffl agreed that after 
Feb 41 IN 7/VT was expanded, and thought that it took over a number of t asks frcm 
H-LEITSTELLE TOST. They remembered having heard -that H-LEITSTELLE TOST used to 
be chiefly active in the days when it relied on a supply cf -traffic frcm fixed 
intercept slat ions (FESTE HQRGHSTELLEN) insude GERMANY - . 

(6) INTERCEPT DIRECTORATE EAST 
(HQRGH LETTSTFITitiE GST)"

PW had little information regarding this Directorate, except -that it was 
under IN 7/VT aid was believed to be an Evaluation Directorate for Interoept Hqs 
in -the EAST. They had heard that it was at first looated at TRDUENBRIEJZEN nr. 
BERLIN a.nd later (probably simmer 41) moved to LOETZEC^EAST HtUS SIA near the 
FTJEJHRER's GHQ. They also felt fairly certain that the Russian REFERAT of IN 7/Vl 
was bodily attached to H-LETPSTETJiF. EAST. This they Justified by the statement 
that there was no Russian REFERAT at IN 7/Y1 in BERLIN or lftter at JUETERBOG.

After Jun 40 most Fixed Interoept Station moved part of their staff 
to stations set up in conquered territories, and became port of Interoept 
organisation in the field. Thus caa of the two stations at HUSUM moved to 
BERGEN in NORWAY, part of the statical at MUENSTER moved to The HAGUE and part 
of the station at STUTTGART moved to FRANCE. HJ thought that the part of the 
staff of the Fixed Intercept Stations which remained in GERMANY at the old 
locations (the .civilian staff) probably worked on Radio Monitoring, The staff 
sent abroad worked on military intercept and farmed the FNASTs (EESTE NACHRIGHTEN 
EUEKLAERUNGSSTELIEN = Fixed Intercept Stat lons-militaiy , as distinct from FESTE 
HCRCHSTELLEN = Fixed Intercept Stations).

Before the war began most Regualsrlnf Diva had on the establishment 
of their divisional Sigs Bn a 3 Ooy which was intended to be an Interoept Coy 
(NACHRICHTEN AUFKLAERm«GSKCMPi»NIE) , Seme Inf Divs had on tire establishment of 
2 (WT) Oqy (2/Fu/fcp) a Platoon called 4 Pi (4 Zug) which was intended to be an 
RT Intercept Pi (HGRCHZUG) • Although FW had no proof of this decentralised 
organisation, tiiqp maintained that in pre-war days as well as during tiie first 
year of the war there was no planned oentralised Intercept argaiusation in the 
field, Fff DOST stated that m the German Amy the setting Tip of an Intercept 
organisation in the field "began from below and not from above*' • Further, FflT 
DOST stated most emphatically that up to Jun 40 the work of the Intercept Coy 
(3 l Coy IN THE DIVISIONAL SIGS EN) as well as that of the Intercept PI (4 Pi in 

2 Cay in Divisional Sigs Bn) was dons at most within a corps and that it was not 
co-ordinated from tte top. Both FS7 thought that the important date in -the reorgan- 
isation of tire German Arny Intercept Services in the field was the beginning of

IX) After Beg 1942 

About tins time the CKH appears to have organised xta Interoept services 
in the field on the basis as set out at the begi nnin g of para 3* i«e, with seven 
Interoept HQs under the Interoept Directorates WEST and EAST (?) These HQs operated 
through Fixed Interoept Stations, Long-range Interoept Ccjjis and Short— rang® Inter- 
oept Coys, Details of organisation are set out under headings belay, (of also 
CSDIC/CMFA 3 & 5) .

About Mar 45 the German Army m ITALY attempted to build Tip agp,in the 

3 (Intercept) Gey and the 4 (RT Intercept) PI in the Div Sigs Bns, but the reason 
is not known. Nor is it known if the 3 Cqy was intended to work on a corps or 
divisional level.

There werestBven of these altogether* The date of their formation 
is not oerfcam, but it may be assumed that they were formed round about 19W-* 
Interoept Directorate T7EST (H-LEITST ELLIS TOST) depended for souroes of traffic 
and intelligence on Interoept HQs 4, 5 and 7 (this last fcr ITAIY) and probably 
oantr oiled these HQs; Interoept Directorate EAST (H-LEITSTEELE OSl) depended 
on Intercept HQs 1, j, 3 and 6, and also probably controlled these HQs* 

& Interoept HQ may have been partly controlled or depended upon by 
Interoept Directorate TOST, because, aooording to FW COELER, part of the work 
done by subordinate units of 6 Interoept HQ was of the same nature as that 
carried out by 7 Interoept HQ* 

$fote:- There is no evidence to shew that an Interoept Directorate 
(H-LEUSTETJiS) SOUTH ever existed* It is believed that the term TOST applied 
to language group and nationality of the troops (mainly British) operating in 
the SOUTH, i.e. MEDITERRANEAN and NEAR EAST) • 

For organisation of Interoept HQs 6 and 7 see subparas 3* E. II* e. & f. 

(b) FIXED INTEROEPT STATIONS (FESTE NACHRICHTEN' aUEELAERUNGSSTELIEN = FNASTs) , 

These were formed from amozg personnel posted faibroad (Occupied territ- 
ory) from the FESTE HCEKHSTHLIEN m the REICH* In HALT there were two Fixed 
Intercept Stations (FNASTs), FNAST 4, o over-name tlDNIKK" (ex STUTTGART and probably 
MDNIEELEjIER) , and FNAST 1 1, cove rename "ERIKA", (probably ex HUSUM but not ex 
COT-CHI HUSUM) . A 3rd FNAST arrived in IT*LY from NOHHAY in simmer 44 (ex ENA 
5). The number of this"FNAST is not known, the o over-name was "ASTRID" * This 
unit brought along with it its own cryptographer personnel, which was exceptional 
m rTASr, where all cryptographer personnel from other FNASTs were pooled at 
Intercept HQ (ENA 7) • ' 

FNAST ''ASTRID" was disbanded about Feb/Mar 45, (reason unknown), only 
one EL being kept as such and attached to ENT* ST 4 - "MCNKA", the rest of the 
non-cryptographer personnel being sent to ISELJ3ERG near LIENZ as part cf the 
advance party cf 7 Interoept HQ. 

(o) Long-range Interoept Ocys (NAGHRICHTSN FERNAUFKLAERU1K5S KCMBAN3EN » NFAK) • 

These were an alternative type of strategic (long-range) Intercept 
-unit, bearing numbers in the 600 series* There were none in ITAIZ , 7 Intercept 
HQ being allotted 2-3 FNASTs. Er7 DOST however remembers the following units 
in RUSSIA under ooranand cf 6 Interoept HQ VENA 6) • 

About May 42 620 Long-range Interoept Coy (NFAK 620) was stationed 
in the DON AREA round STaLINO and another Long-range Interoept Goy (NFAK) 
probably 623, also under oemmand cf 6 Interoept HQ was stationed near TAGANROG^) 
In addition, an Interoept unit under oemmand of 6 Intercept HQ, like NFAK 620, 
doing werk on both RUSSIAN and ENGLISH traffio (MIDDLE EAST), (see subpara 3*E. 

II «a!* above), was called FESTE HGRCHSTELLE 10, but later became FNAST 10* 

(d) Short-range Interoept Oovs (NACHRICHTEN NAHAUIKLAERUNG8 KCMPiVNIEN = NNAK) .

The only Ocy cf -this kind known to DOST and OGELER in ITALY, under 
command of 7 - intercept HQ, was, the 963 (late 603) Short-range Interoept Ocy which 
had been formerly stationed m FRANCE* 

(Note: - Aooording to souroes of reports Y/3 and Y/5, as well as accord- 
ing to Ff7 DOST and COELER, 963 Short-range" Intercept Coy, late 603 Short-range 
Coy, had always been a Short- rangB Interoept unit, even though the old numbering 
was in the 6 00 series* It is not known whether the changing cf the number 'from 
603 to 963 was carried out in order to distinguish a Short-range Interoept Ocy 
= Nn&K from a Long-range Interoept Ocy = NFAK, and that the former type of unit 
should bear numbers an the 900 series) •

A new PI known by the o over-name of "GERTRUDS ’ was formed at the end 
of Mar or beg Apf 45 under idle command of Inspector ESTEUfaYER (ex TULLN or GRAZ) 
for intercepting Txto Partisan traffio. 7 Intercept HQ also worked on short- 
range material supplied by unidentified wteroept units outside "HE3DE-MARIE" , 
known as HEINRICH I, HEINRICH II, and URSULA.

THE CRYTT OGRaHUG SECTION (EZ-ABTEILUN&) - under oommand of Capt 
MUELIER and Lt« SONNET - employed most cryptographers stationed m Italy who 
were pooled at 7 Intercept HQ (normally FNASTb, NFAKs and HNAKs had anything 
from 2 to 10 cryptographer personnel on "their establishment. However in ITALY 
they had very few) . In the cryptographic section at 7 Intercept HQ the 
cryptographers worked in groups aooording to the -types of traffic "they had to 
deal with.

THE SIGS CGMMUOTGATIQN3 PLATOON (NACHRICHTEN VERBINDUNGZUG = NVZ) was 
a sub-unit of the NAaST 7 equipped with TP, ¥T and IT apparatus aid maintained 
conmuniaations between KNA 7 and H-LEITSTELLE WEST at ZOSSEN on 'the one hand, 
and KNA 7 and OBSW on the other.

HQ was envisaged, whereby 7 Intercept Evaluation HQ (NAASt 7)' was to work on 
material prevailed by FNASTs "MpNEA" and "ASTRO", and an HQ known as "STAB 17" 
was to work on material from ET&ST "ERIKA" and NNAK "HEIDEMARIE".
